“If the righteous scarcely be saved, where shall the un- 
godly and the sinner appear ?’’—I Pet. 4:18. 


We are called upon to answer 
many questions in this life, but 
life’s greatest question is, Where 
will you spend eternity? What 
will you do with Jesus? Stop for 
m= moment and let the full weight 
of the text sink down into your 
heart. Peter said: “If the right- 
eous (the saved ones] scarcely be 
saved, where shall the ungodly 
and the sinner appear?” 

Many similar questions are ask- 
ed in God’s word. Perhaps not in 
exactly the same words, but the 
idea is the same nevertheless. In 
the Gospel according to Luke, a 
lawyer asked life’s greatest ques- 
tion when he inquired of our Lord, 
“Good Master, what shall I do to 
inherit eternal life?” The rich 
young ruler, in the eighteenth 
chapter of Luke, asked the same 
Paul asked the ques- 
tion in his letter to the Hebrews: 


“How shall we escape, if we neg- | 


lect so great salvation?” (Heb. 
2:3). Pilate, not realizing the full 
import of the question, asked the 
angry mob, 
with Jesus which is called the 
Ohrist?” Each of us must face 
this question of what we will do 
with Christ, 


es these verses in mind, 


“What shall I do ther 


what will you do with Christ? 
Let us look for awhile at the Apos- 
tle Peter’s terrifying question. 
First Peter 4:18, seems to di- 
vide itself into three sections. No- 
tice: First, God’s Word places all 
mankind into two classes. Second, 
God's Word says the righteous 
(the saved ones) are scarcely

Here is one of the strangest 
stories in the Bible, one that for 
years amazed me with its seem- 
ing brutality. Think of it—a man 
sick for thirty-eight years, and 
then to have Jesus ask him if he 
really wants to be made well! In- 
stinctively we recoil, but’ there 
may be a spiritual counterpart in 
your life so let us carefully ex- 
amine the story.

ty-eight years and seemingly 
never reconciled to his condition. 
He is still by the pool where he 
had come years before. There was 
a time when he expected healing 
at most any hour, but the days 


had passed into weeks, into 
months, into years. The visits of 
his friends became fewer and 


fewer until the pool of promise 
became a §ungeon of despair. 


The worst time of the year was 
that when a national] festival was 
in progress. Then his misery was 
accentuated as, beyond the porti- 
coes, he heard the music of the 
temple feast. Then one day a 
strange hope was born in _. his 
breast: A new prophet had arisen 
with remarkable healing power 
and men said that as many as 
touched Him were made whole. 
The hope died on second thought. 
A prophet seeking to leave his 
impression on the national life 
would not pause by the human 
junk-pile of Bethesda. He would 
head straight for the temple, 


While he considered these things 
a casual passerby leaned over him 
and asked, “Do you really want 
to be made whole?” That stops 
us when we know that it is Jesus. 


You Need 


I am dead certain that our Lord 
never asked a heartless question 
nor an idle one. When He asked, 
“Adam, where art thou?” He 
knew where Adam was, but Adam 
had not yet comprehended it. 
“Elijah, what doest thou here?” 
He knew what Elijah was doing 
beneath the juniper, but Elijah 
needed to be jarred to his senses. 
“Simon, son of Jonas, lovest thou 


me more than these?” He knew 
that Peter loved Him, but Peter 
was not sure any more, Often a 


question must be asked and a 
confession made in order to im- 
part blessing. 


Now, my friends, you and I 
have probably been all wrong 
about this man. Does anyone 
think that after thirty-eight years 
he still had hopes of healing? 
Certainly not! His hopes for heal- 
ing had been given up long ago 
but, after all, men still gave alms 
and there is always the possibility 
of charity, if not of healing. He 
did the logical thing-—-removed his 
cot from the position nearest the 
pool to that nearest the path of 
the passers-by, and there the Lord 
Jesus readily spotted him. The 
question tore the veil aside: He 
was no longer an honest seeker!

Now, don’t be too harsh with 
the fellow, for many of you are 
in the same boat. Years ago you 
first came to church. Others were 
being saved and you noted the 
change in their lives, but some- 
how the gift eluded you. As the 
months passed into years your 
whole outlook underwent a 
change, and now, no longer expect- 
ing to be saved, you gather what 
crumbs of comfort you can from 
the services. You like the sing- 
ing, the fellowship, and even en-

REPENTANCE

“And said unto them, Thus it is written, and thus it be- 
hoved Christ to suffer, and to rise from the dead the third 
day: And that repentance and remission of sins should be 
preached in his name among all nations, beginning at Jeru- 


salem.’’—Luke 24:46, 47. 


Never ascribe to God the low 
notions of men and think that He 
delights in vengeance. God hag no 
delight in the death of the wicked, 
so He tells us in both Ezekiel and 
Isaiah. For that reason He has 
provided a way of escape and 
salvation from the wages of sin, 


which is death. God hag provided} 


that if you will repent of your 
sin, no matter what that sin, He 
will forgive you and restore you to 
respectability and _= give you, 
through His Son, the promise of 
eternal life. It is glorious thing 
tu know that no matter what our 
sin, God is willing to forgive us 
if we will just repent. 


A Great Theme of the Bible 


Repentence is one of the great 
themes of the Bible. It is mention- 
ed by all the prophets. It was the 
forerunner’s theme, for we read; 
“In those days came Jonn the 
Baptist, preaching, . . . saying, 
Repent ye: for the kingdom of 
heaven is at hand” (Matt. 3:1, 2). 
Christ began His ministry with 
this theme. It was the commisison 
of the twelve. The Apostles, each 
one, preached repentence. The 


Book of the Revelation gives two 
chapters on the necessity of re- 
pentance by the seven churches 
of Asia. This message is the only 
hope for the day in which we live. 
Repentence is not only one of the 
great themes of the Bible, but it

God’s Classification and 
Division of Mankind 


Let us lookefor a moment at 
God’s classification and division 
of mankind. The Holy Spirit, 
speaking through God's Word, 
places all into two classes: those 
who are righteous and those who 
are ungodly. 


“But Preacher,” someone says, 
“Man can be divided into red, yel- 
low, black and white.” Yes, but 
even though man may be divided 
into four colors, all are sinners 
and need to be saved, regardless 
of color. The message of the Gos- 
pel is for the whole world. ‘For 
all have sinned, and come short 
of the glory of God” (Rom. 3.23). 
The Great Commission is, ... “into 
all the world and preach the gospel 
to every creature” (Mark 16:15). 
John 3:16 tells of a world-loving 
God, sending His only begotten 
Son to die for the world, that who- 
soever in the whole wide world 
who will believe on Him can be 
saved. Everybody in the world, 
regardless of color, is in one of two 
classes spiritually —-righteous or 
ungodly. 

“But wait a minute, Preacher,” 
someone seems to say, “don't you 
think people can be divided ac- 
cording to economic status: into 
poor, middle class and wealthy?” 
That is true, but remember the 
dear Saviour spoke to the blind 
beggar and urged him to be saved, 
just as He did to the rich farmer 
and the rich young ruler. The 
Lord Jesus died for the “up and 
outs” as well as the “down and 
outs.” The poor man does not go 
to Heaven because he is poor, nor 
does the rich man go to Hell be- 
cause he is rich. They are both 
ungodly, “‘because they have not 
believed in the name of the only 
begotten Son of God” (John 3:18). 
They can both be saved by repent- 
ance toward God and faith in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Don’t trust in 
social or economic position for sal- 
vation, for our Lord said, “What 
shall it profit a man, if he shall 
gain the whole world, and lose his 
own soul? Or what shall a man 
give in exchange for his soul?” 
(Mark 8:36, 37). 

Another might say, “What about 
education? Couldn't man be di- 
vided on that basis? There are 
those who are illiterate; those who 
have finished eight grades; those 
who have gone to high school: 
and some who have gone through 
college and back for post-graduate 
work,” True, these divisions do 
exist, but the man who must mark 
an “X” instead of his name be- 
cause he cannot write, needs 
Christ just as much as the doctor 
of philosophy with a string of de- 
grees after his name. You are 
neither saved or unsaved, right- 
eous or ungodly because of educa- 
tion, or the lack of it. Listen to 
Paul in Corinthians, “For the wis- 
dom of this world is foolishness 
with God. For it is written, He 
taketh the wise in their own craft- 
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iness” (I Cor. 3:19). 

The Apostle Paul, inspired of the 
blessed Holy Spirit, stated the 
great truth that all are sinners, 
in Romans 5:12: “Wherefore, as 
by one man sin entered into the 


‘world, and death by sin; and so 


death passed upon all men, for 
that all have sinned.” So, unsaved 
friend, no matter what your color, 
economic status, or education or 
wealth, you are in just one of two 
classes, righteous or ungodly. 
Which of these two classes you are 
in determines your eternal destiny 
in heaven or hell, 


After a service recently a man 
came and asked me the question, 
“Who are the righteous and un- 
godly?” 

The “righteous,” I tried to ex- 
plain, “are not those who by good 
deeds or good works became 
righteous. Many people,” I went 
on to explain, “are trying to be 
righteous by a ‘moral life’ or by 
‘doing good deeds’ or by ‘living 
by the golden rule.” These traits 
are commendable, but you can’t 
become righteous by outward 
means; it takes an inward regen- 
eration.” 


’ 


Jeremiah said, ‘The heart is de- 
ceitful above all things, and des- 
perately wicked: who can know 
it?” (Jer. 17:9). You need a new 
heart, a change of heart. Only a 
new heart results in true Bible 
righteousness being imputed to us. 
Someone has said, “The heart of 
all our trouble is the heart.” Noth- 
ing you or I can do by the works 
of the flesh will make us righteous 
according to the Bible standard. 
Isaiah said, “But we are all as an 
unclean thing, and all our right- 
eousness are as filthy rags” (Isa. 
64:6). The unsaved man or wom- 
an is not unsaved because he is a 
blasphemer, a thief or a murderer. 
He is condemned because “he hath 
not believed in the name of the 
only begotten Son of God” (John 
3:18). Likewise one is not saved 
by doing “righteous deeds’ or by 
living a ‘moral life;”’ but is saved 
by “believing in the name of the 
only begotten Son of God.” Oh, 
dear friend, I beg you to see this 
Zreat truth now and realize what 
an awful sinner you are. Realize 
that all kind of sin comes from 
the wicked, black heart of the un- 
regenerate man or woman, boy or 
girl. The root of all sin is the 
heart. 


The best illustration I can give 
you of real Bible righteousness 
and salvation are from some of 
Paul's letters: first, ‘For he hath 
made him to be sin for us, who 
knew no sin; that we might be 
made the righteousness of God in 
him” (II Cor. 5:21). Do-you see 
it? Our dear Lord “took upon 
himself the form of a servant” and 
lived without sin. He never did 
sin. He was born without sin, by 
a supernatural birth. God ‘made 
him (Christ) to be sin for us, who 
(Christ) knew no sin.” God's Son 
died for our sins. He had the sins 
of the whole world on Him, but 
no sin in Him. Our Lord could 
die for sin and sinners because, 
“He knew no. sin.” We are 
Saved through Christ’s death and 
resurrection, and have His right- 
eousness imputed to us through 
death and resurrection, and have 
His righteousness imputed to us 
through faith, 

Listen to another Bible passage 
from one of Paul’s epistles, “But 
to him that worketh not (you are 
not made righteous or saved by 
good deeds] but believeth on him 
that justifieth the ungodly, his 
faith is counted for righteousness. 
Even aS David also describeth the 
blessedness of the man, untowhom 
God imputeth righteousness with- 
out works” (Rom. 4:5, 6). God's 
righteousness, or salvation, is a 
gift. Salvation takes place first 
in the sinner’s heart and is inward, 
as Paul says, “For with the heart 
man believeth unto righteousness; 
and with the mouth confession is 
made unto salvation’’ (Rom. 10: 
10). Salvation is an inward re- 
generation that results in outward 
works. “For by grace are ye 
saved through faith; and that not 
of yourselves: it is the gift of 
God: Not of works, lest any man 
should boast”’ (Eph. 2:8, 9). (This 
is the inward change and regener- 
ation. The next verse, very sel- 


dom quoted but very important, is 
the outworking, or the “working 
out” of the salvation and right- 
eous within us.) “For we are his 
workmanship, created in Christ 
Jesus unto good works, which 
God hath before ordained that we 
should walk in them” (Eph. 2:9). 

With all of my soul I urge you 
now to pray with Paul that you 
might “be found in him, not hav- 
ing mine own righteousness, which 
is of the law, but that which is 
through the faith of Christ, the 
righteousness which is of God by 
faith” (Phil 3:9). 

Without Christ’s righteousness 
through the new birth you are 
ungodly, Think of it: Christ died 
for you. Christ died for the un- 
godly. “For when we were yet 
without strength, in due time 
Christ died for the ungodly.” Your 
destiny in Hell is sealed unless 
you accept Christ; “For the Lord 
knoweth the way of the righteous; 
but the way of the ungodly shall 
perish” (Psa. 1:6). Christ is com- 
ing “to execute judgment upon 
all, and to convince all that are 


ungodly among them of all their | 


ungodly deeds which they have 
urgodly committed, and of all 
their hard speeches which ungodly 
sinners have spoken against him” 
(Jude 15). 


The Righteous Are Scarcely 
Saved 

Listen now .o wous Holy Spirit 
as He convicts you of sin and 
come now to Christ ‘because oul 
text says that the righteous are 
scarcely saved. What does Peter 
mean by this unusual statement? 
Does Peter mean 
are “scarcely 


just barely make it to Heaven? 


No! No! The question is not one 
of persevering at all, for we 
“are kept by the power of God 
through faith unto salvation 
ready to be revealed in the last 
time” (I Pet. 1:5). What does 
this passage mean, then, if not 


eternal security? Perhaps Peter 
has in mind that the righteous 
are scarcely saved because there 
is only one life in which we can 
be saved. 

One life to be saved in, and we 
are not sure how long we will 
live in this one life. As we live 
in this fast age of speed, no one 
can be sure how long he will live. 
Well might everyone pray with 
the psalmist, “‘So teach us to num- 
ber our days, that we may apply 
our hearts unto wisdom” (Psa. 
90:12). Nowhere in all Scripture 
does God's Word reveal any hope 
of second chance to be saved after 
this life ends. Be saved now in 
this life or never. Everywhere in 
God's Word salvation is mention- 
ed in the present tense, that is, 
“Now is the accepted time; behold, 
now is the day of salvation” (II 
Cor. 6:2). You must be born 
twice or die twice. You must be 
born again. Take Jesus into your 
heart and answer yes to 
life’s greatest question. When 
first the dear Holy Spirit con- 
victs you, turn to Jesus and re- 
ceive Him into your heart . Oh, 
the importance of being saved as 
soon as possible! 

In a recent revival a dear Chris- 
tian mother came forward on the 
invitation with her daughter, 
twelve years old. What a glori- 
ous experience to see this twelve 
year old girl accept Christ and 
have Christ come into her heart! 
After the service the mother be- 
gan to weep as she told of her 
little son who just a few months 
before, during Christmas week, 
had been accidentally killed when 
the father had to stop the car 
suddenly because of another car, 
and the child was thrown against 
the dash-board of the car. She 
told me how the little boy often 
talked of Jesus and _ going to 
Heaven and his conversion. Tear- 
fully, and with a sob in her voice 
and heart, she said, “My little 
boy wanted to come forward many 
times and confess Christ, but I 
thought he was too young. Broth- 
er Lamb, do you think he was 
Saved?” I tried as best I could 
to assure her that from all indi- 
cations the child had been saved. 
But she still seemed distressed 
that the boy had been taken so 
quickly and so young: then with 
joy in her voice and on her face 
she said when her little daughter 
found Christ, “Oh, I’m so glad she 
Came and has taken her stand 
publicly, that she has been saved 
tonight!” Nine years old and 
taken from this life.

“scarcely saved.” Only one life 
to be saved in and then we are 
not sure when we may go out 
into eternity. 


Perhaps Peter also meant by 
this phrase, “scarcely saved,” that 
God's World reveals only one Sav- 
iour. The Devil has fooled lots 
of folks on this point. Many 
false plans of salvation, but only 
one Saviour. That is why those 
who are saved are “scarcely sav- 
ed.” How many times you and 
I have heard, “It doesn’t make 
any difference what you believe 
as long as you are sincere.” Or, 
“T think all religions are good. 
If one believes in Confucius, or 
Buddha or Mohammed, or is 4 
Mason—it doesn’t make any dif- 
ference: all roads lead to Heav- 
en.” Again you have heard, “As 
long as a man tries his best and 
does the best he knows how and 
lives by the golden rule, he will 
eet to Heaven.” These phrases 
that I have given you are abso- 
lutely unscriptural, and to hold to 
them as truth is to be carried 
down to Hell unsaved. Mind you 
[ am not talking about denomina- 
tions. Denominations may differ 
on minor points, but all Bible de- 
nominations believe that Jesus 
Christ is the only Saviour. You 
may be ever so sincere but sin- 
cereity of belief does not mean 
you are a born-again believer. Sol- 
omon said in Proverbs, “There is 
a way that seemeth right unto 
man, but the end thereof are the 
ways of death” (Prov. 16:25). 


Jesus said in that beautiful ser- 
mon on Heaven, “I am the way, 
[not a way among many ways} 
the truth [not a system of phil- 


the world, but the truth] and the 
life’ (John 14:6). I-care not what 
church or denomination you be- 
long to: if you believe that Jesus 
and Jesus only is “the way, the 
truth, and the life,” you believe 
the Bible way. But if you think 
that it does not make any differ- 
ence what one believes; just as 
long as he is sincere he will go to 
Heaven, then you are absolutely 
wrong. Everybody who was ever 
saved or will be saved has been 
saved through believing on the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Christians 
are “scarcely saved,” because 
there are so many false ways, but 
only-one Saviour to save. “Be it 
known unto you all, and to all 
the people of Israel, that by the 
name of Jesus Christ of Nazar- 
eth, whom ye _ crucified, whom 
God raised from the dead, even 
by him doth this man stand here 
before you whole.” Now notice 
carefully, “Neither is there salva- 
tion in any other: for there is 
none other name under heaven 
given among men, whereby we 
must be saved” (Acts 4:10, 12). 

Over fifty years ago now, 
Charles H. Gabriel, the song writ- 
er, let flow from his heart the 
sublime gospel song, “The Way 
of the Cross Leads Home.” In it 
he expresses in poetry and music 
that Jesus is the only way. 

I must needs go home by the 

way of the Cross, 
There’s no other way but 
this; 

I shall ne’er get sight of the 

Gates of Light, 
If the way of the Cross lI 
miss. 

There are many detours to Hell, 
but only one straight and narrow 
way to Heaven. The “broad way” 
to destructior has many on it, 
and only a few find the “narrow 
way.’ Come now and trust Je- 
sus, the only way, and be saved. 
Jesus said, “Enter ye in at the 
strait gate: for wide is the gate, 
and broad is the way, that leadeth 
to destruction, and many there 
be which go in thereat: Because 
strait is the gate and narrow is 
the way, which leadeth unto life, 
and few there be [scarcely saved] 
that find it” (Matt. 7:13, 14). Come 
now in this one life to the one 
Saviour, by the one way. 

“He that believeth on him is 
not condemned: but he that be- 
lieveth not is condemned already, 
because he hath not believed in 
the name of the only begotten Son 
of God” (John 3:18). 

“Where Shall the Ungodly 

and the Sinner Appear?” 

What is going to happen to 
those who are not saved? How 
will it be made manifest and 
where shall it be revealed that 
they have not been cleansed in 
the blood of Christ? Our text 
says, “Where shall the ungodly 


and the sinner appear?” 


You may scoff and make fun 
now. You may think you can 
fool people, but there is coming a 
time when it will be made mani- 
fest that you are not saved and 
are ungodly. 

Notice the last 
important question,

“appear.” We might say, where 
shal] sinners be manifested? 
Where will it be “manifested,” 


where will it “appear” that they 
are ungodly? Let me illustrate it 
this way. Two or three years 
ago I was with a group that visit- 
ed the central police station in 
St. Louis. We visited on Monday 
morning. As we toured the build- 
ing we saw all the modern meth- 
ods of crime detection and crime 
protection, we were finally led 
into the “show up’”’ room, In‘the 
“show up” room the people ar- 
rested the night before were 
viewed by the police and by peo- 
ple that had had crimes commit- 
ted against them. The officer 
called our attention to a platform 
or stage with a curtain separating 
the room we were in from the 
room behind the curtain. Other 
people were taking seats in the 
room, and then the lights were 
turned off in our room and the 
bright lights behind the curtain 
were turned on. The officer ex- 
plained that, soon, the people who 
had been arrested over the week- 
end would come to the lighted 
stage. Then he said, “We can 
see every distinguishing feature 
about them, but they can’t see us. 
This is the “show-up.” 

One day, unsaved friend, you 
are going to be “shown-up.” You 
must some day be manifested or 


appear before the Great White 
Throne. Only unsaved people 
will stand before the _ throne. 


There every knee shall bow. You 
refused to bow your stubborn will 
here. Hear John the beloved de- 
scribe it: “And I saw the dead, 
small and great, stand before 
God; and the books were opened; 
and another book was opened, 
which is the book of life: and the 
dead were judged out of those 
things which were written in the 
books, according to their works” 
(Rev. 20:12). 

The rich and poor, the great 
and small will all stand before 
God at the Great White Throne. 
Every sinful act you ever com- 
mitted, and every sinful thought 
will be spread before you and you 
will be judged from the books. 
You will be punished according to 
your works. Yes, there will be 
degrees of punishment in Hell, 
just as there will be degrees of 
rewards in Heaven. 

Hear the aged apostle describe 
this awful scene again: “And 
whosoever was not found written 
in the book of life was cast into 
the lake of fire’ (Rev. 20:15). 

Where shall it appear that you 
are ungodly and a sinner? At the 
Great White Throne! Not only will 
it be manifested there but even 
before this event it will be mani- 
fested at your funeral. No one 
can, or should judge whether an- 
other is saved or not. Only you 
and the Lord knew whether you 
are saved or not . But, at your 
funeral it will be manifested that 
you never made a_ profession, 
never joined the church, never

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brought joy to your loved ones 
hearts as they saw you make a 
public profession... As far as an 
outward profession of an inward 
regeneration, you never did _ it. 
When your obituary is read by 
the preacher, that part will be left 
eut. Yes, you were a good per- 
gon, a good neighbor, kind and 
considerate: but the most im- 
portant question in life, you never 
came out openly and made a con- 
fession of your faith in Christ. 

Many times I have stood at the 
head of a casket as the friends 
and loved ones passed by and then 
heard the sobs of a dear Chris- 
tian man or woman as they leaned 
over the casket and sobbed, “We 
don’t know if he was saved or 
not! We will never, never see 
him again!” Don’t let this hap- 
pen in your case. Come now and 
receive eternal life, forgiveness, 
and peaee that passeth all under- 
standing. 

But even before the Great White 
Throne and at your funeral, it will 
be manifest that you are iot 
saved. It will be manifest on your 
death bed that you are not 
saved. 

During the years in the pastor- 
ate I stood beside the beds of many 
as they went out into eternity. I 
have had it demonstrated over 
and over that only Christians can 


disobeyed the Lord and married 
an unsaved girl. Years passed and 
he was never able to win her. In 
fact, she became worse and worse. 
She was blasphemous in her re- 
marks about the Bible and about 
the Lord Jesus. It seemed as 
though she took delight in grieving 
her husband by her antagonism 
against the Christian life and the 
Lord’s work. Late in life he felt 
the call of God for a special field 
of service. His wife made home 
life almost unbearable after he 
accepted the call. While her hus- 
band was away in a revival she 
became ill and was rushed to the 
hospital for an emergency opera- 
tion. Her husband was called and 
ne rushed to her bedside just be- 
fore She went out into eternity. He 
said, “As long as I live I will 
never forget what went on in that 


room. I tried again to get her to 
be saved, but she refused. As she 
went out into eternity she was 


crying and screaming, “Take me 
out of the flames! Take me out of 
the flames!’ ” 

Where shall the ungodly and the 
sinner appear? On your death 
oed. At your funeral and at the 
Great White Throne. 

“If the righteous scarcely be 
saved, where shall the ungodly 
and the sinner appear?” 

Dear friend, give your heart to 
Jesus right now if you have never 
been saved. Bow your head, pray

Three Cleansings You.Need

joy some of the messages, For- 
get all that! You 
your way to Hell, and the ques- 
tion I am asking now is, “Do you 
really want to be made whole?” 
For those who mean business, God 
has three cleansings. You say, “I 
thought only one cleansing was 
needed.’’ No, there are threé! One 
cleansing is when one gets saved. 
The other two are for children of 
God. We shall consider chem one 
at a time and then the bases for 
the cleansings. 

The first is a complete cleansing 
which happens once for all and is 
incapable of repetition. The sec- 
ond is a continuous cleansing and 
is necessary so long as life shall 
last, and the third is a critical 
cleansing which is for special mo- 
ments of spiritual crisis. 

The Complete Cleansing 

By the complete cleasing we 
mean the cleansing of the soul 
from guilt. By guilt we do not 
imply immorality nor criminality. 
We mean that with a war on, and 
issues of life and death at stake, 
you are on the wrong side. The 
other day the Yugoslavian gov- 
ernment shot General Mihailovich. 
He had stolen no one’s wife, rob- 
bed no banks, forged no checks. 
His sin as that in a death strug- 
ele he had opposed the purpose 
and program of the government. 


are astill on 


guilt told him 


that gathereth not with me scat- 
tereth abroad.” With Christ 
there is no half-way business: You 
have either recetved Him as your 
Saviour or you are opposing Him. 

Guilt and depravity are not the 
same. The murderer may repent 
and become pure, but he must 
still suffer for his sin. Guilt is 
the instinctive feeling that sin 
ought to be and will be punished, 
and the soul has no rest until the 
debt is paid. 

The other day while I was in 
Vancouver, Canada, a man enter- 
ed a village a few miles to the 
north and confessed to the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police a mur- 
der which had remained unsolved 
for eighteen years. That is guilt. 
Not the “wounds and bruises and 
putrifying sores” of Isaiah, but the 
fear of Cain, the remorse of Esau. 

In 1891, Lars Ostendahl, the 
most famous preacher in Norway, 
shocked his congregation by con- 
fessing that he, himself, had been 
immoral. He asked them for 
Christ's sake to forgive him, but 
stated that he could no longer 
retain the pastorate. A sense of 
that, especially in 
a pastor, such a sin could not go 
unpunished, 

In the famous Plattburgh Axe 
Trial of years ago one convict 
had killed another with an axe. 
As the judge was explaining to 
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Every man needs cleansing from 
guilt, and the moment a man 
trusts Christ his soul can stand 
unashamed in the presence of a 
holy God. The cleansing is final 
and-complete, His guilt is gone! 
So then, loss, and not Hell's tor- 
ment, is the supreme penalty for 
Christians. 


The Continuous Cleansing 


Not only must the soul be 
cleansed from guilt, but the char- 
acter of one already saved needs 


to be cleansed from defilement. 
This necessitates a continuous 
Cleansing. Upon stepping into 


Christ one does not step into per- 
sonal perfection. One may grow 


in knowledge and in grace, but 
not naturally. Our Lord told 
Peter that unless He washed 
Peters’ feet, Peter would have 
no part with Him He did not 
say no part in Him. He had al- 
ready told Peter that his name 
was written in Heaven. Peter was 
in Him, footwashing or not, but 


he would have no part with Him 

no fellowship, no testimony, no 
real amount of fruitbearing. 
When Peter asked that his hands 
and face be washed too, our Lord 
replied in effect, “You have 
had your bath. You can come to 
Calvary only once. That cleans- 
ing was complete and final, but 
you do need a continuous cleans- 
ing for your daily walk.”’

The Critical Cleansing 

One other cleansing is vital. In 
times of spiritual crisis the con- 
science must be cleansed from ac- 
cusations. No man can live long 
in the sight of all his sins. When 
conscience speaks, we are aware 
that we are not to be pitied, but 
to be blamed, and the external 
agony of Hell itself will be but 
a cooling flame in comparison to 
the agony of remorse. Plato once 
said that there was no need to 
prove the existence of God, that 
“God holds the its very 
roots.” Every man born into this 
world is borr. into the presence 
ot a real righteousness. Even a 
child knows when it does wrong.

Locked within the breast of 
every man is that something — 
that continual and supreme de- 


mand that right be done. Once 
we have ceased to obey it, the 
power that has ceased to move us 
getreats to observe us and there 
is no escape . Its rewards are the 
greatest, its punishments the se- 
verest that the human soul can 
endure. 

II. The Bases of Cleansing 

And now to the main point of 
this message: How can_ these 
cleansings be obtained? What is 
the basis for each? What agent 
makes each effective? 

Cleansing the Soul 

The soul an be cleansed from 
guilt only by the shed blood of 
Christ. There is no other way. 
It is the blood which atones for 
the soul and “Without shedding 
of blood is no remission.””’ Romans 
3:25 speaks of Christ “Whom God 
hath set forth to be a propitiation 
through faith in his blood.” With- 
out faith in that blood you have 
no cleansing, no claim on God. 
Ephesians 1:7 sings the same re- 
frain: “Redemption through his 
blood, the foregiveness of sins.”’ 
The Scripture is full of it: No 
blood, no forgiveness. 

A Roman Cetholic girl lay dy- 
ing in interminable anguish of 
soul. Her brother, having raced 
across the country to reach her 
bedside in time, found that her 
terror was due to fear of purga- 


tory. In terror she kept crying, 
“IT can’t stand it! ITll nevér be 
able to! Oh the § flames, ~ the 


flames of purgatory!” Quietly 
the young man opened her own 
Bible to I John 1:7: ‘The blood 
of Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth 
us from all sin.” He held her to 
those words, all sin until the light 
broke and she _ settled back in 
peace. Since His blood cleansed 
from all sin there could be no 
purgatory. 

As a matter of fact, the nearest 
we come to “purgatory” in the 
entire Bible is Hebrews 1:3 where 


we read that Christ Himself 
“purged” our sins. That word 
“purged’’is a Greek word from 


which we get the word, “cauter- 


ized.”’ It means literally, “to burn 
up.” His blood burned up all our 
sins. Hebrews 12:14 puts it, “For 


by one offering he hath perfected 
for ever them that are sanctified.” 
That settles it. Our Lord forever 
removed the guilt of sin and that 
cleansing needs no repetition. 

Cleansing the Character 

Now as to the character: The 
character is cleansed from defile- 
ment by the operation of the Holy 
Spirit. As the blood was the 
agent for cleansing the soul, so 
He is the agent for cleansing the 
character. Second Corinthians 
3:18, “But we all, with open face, 
reflecting as a mirror the glory of 
the Lord, are changed into the 
same image from glory to glory, 
as by the Spirit of the Lord.” 

The greatest palace in the world 
today is in Versailles, France. 
In its Hall of Mirrors where the 
Armistice was signed for World 
War One, there stands the bronze 
statue of Louis XIV. Every mir- 
ror in the hall is angled to re- 
flect that great central image, 
with the result that it is reflected 
hundreds of times. So in our 
lives: Put Christ in the center 
of your thinking and keep Him 
there, and the blessed Holy Spirit 
will change you into the same 
image from glory to glory until 
you reflect Him in a hundred dif- 
ferent ways, 

Well, what is God’s glory? It

isn’t some kind of a halo. When 
Moses cried, “Show me, I be- 
seech thee, thy glory,’ God in- 


structed him to stand in a cave 
entrance, and said “I will cause 
all my goodness to pass before 
thee.”” God's giory is His good- 
ness, His character, His moral 
perfection. Now let me read it 
again: “But we all, with open 
face reflecting as a mirror the 
character of the Lord, are changed 
into the same image from char- 
acter to character, as by the 
Spirit of the Lord.” 

The Spirit most effectively ad- 
ministers His cleansing as we read 
and meditate upon the Word 
which He has inspired. In Geth- 
semane Christ prayed to the 
Father, “Sanctify them through 
thy truth: thy word is truth.” In 
uncivilized lands the women beat 
out their laundries on the rocks 
of a running stream and, as they 
peund their clothes against the 
rocks, the brook carries the de- 
filement away. The Word of God 
is flowing like a cleansing river 
through this congregation now 
and as you meditate upon it and 
obey it, the blessed Spirit changes 
you more and more into the like- 
ness of Christ. 

Cleansing the Conscience 

Now for the difficult part: The 
conscience can be cleansed from 
accusations only one way: It is 
all based on the one word, con- 


fess. Proverbs 28:13 tells us, “He 
that covereth his sins shall not 
prosper: but whoso confesseth and 


forsaketh them shall have mercy.” 
You are to confess to God your 
Sins against God and to man your 
Sins against man, and must for- 
sake them all. 

Things are not going well with 


you. Nothing turns out right. 
You have no inner peace. Cer- 
tainly not! You are covering your 


sins and God won't let you be 
happy. The same is true of a 
church, and that is our difficulty 
here. For some days now I have 
been aware that something is 
standing in the way. All hell on 
the outside cannot prevent a re- 
vival. The difficulty is sin in the 
camp! This church has a great 
corps of praying folks, and they 
have been down to business, day 
after day. The pastor is a man 
ot God. Souls have been saved, 
yes, but nothing like what could 
be if the channels were clear. I 
wouldn’t want to stand before 
God in the day of judgment know- 
ing that I stood in the- way of 
the forward march of this pastor 
and the entire church, yet there 
are Christians, so-called, who for 
some one rotten lust will block 
the whole program of God. 

Years ago in Texas I went to 
hear a preacher who could preach 
like a house afire, but was told 
that no one was being saved at 
his church. That stopped me for 
I knew him to be a man of God. 
I knew him personally and he 
lived what he preached. The 
service that day was one I shall 
never forget. He preached with 
deadly earnestness, but one could 
sense a deadness in the congrega- 
tion. Suddenly he stopped short 
and said, in effect, “I can’t go on. 
For months I have done my best. 
I've prayed, I’ve wept, I've 
searched my own heart. Some- 
thing’s holding up revival in this 
church. If I’m at fault, point it 
out to me now. I mean it. Stand 
right where you are and tell me if 
I'm doing anything wrong or if 
I've hurt anyone, but for Christ’s 
sake let’s not hinder God’s pro- 
gram any longer.” 

A woman stood and cried out, 
“Pastor, do you really want to 
know what’s holding up revival? 
Well, Iam! Just across the aisle 
sits another woman to whom I 
haven't spoken for months. I 
have not had the spirit of Christ. 
I want to ask her forgiveness 
right now!” Never shall I forget 
it—the women hugging each oth- 
er, the joy on the pastor’s face, 
the church in tears, and, when 
the invitation was given, the un- 
saved streaming down the aisles 
until the front of the church was 
lined with them. 

My friends, do you really want 
to be made whole? You need all 
three. cleansings, and there can 
be no peace without the last. 

Do you really want to be made 
whole? If you do, come clean 
with God right now. Peace will

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ters and as many lay-workers in 
Charlotte, where we answeied 
questions and where, on_ the

That night I spoke to a tremend- 
ous crowd in the First Baptist 
Church, Dr. Warren, pastor, and 
the reception was wonderful 
Preachers were present from far 
and near. Dr. Eno Wall, famous 
ang anointed minister of Shelby, 
North Carolina, was present and 
led in prayer. 

Dr. Powers, pastor of the lead- 
ing Methodist church of the city, 
graciously consented to serve on 
the revival promotion committee. 
A number of greatly used Presby- 
terian pastors were present and 
Dr. Albert Sidney Johnson, Bible 


teacher and former pastor of the 
First Presbyterian Church of 
Charlotte. 


Friday night I preached in 
Raleigh in the North Street Bap- 
tist Church. A good committee 
headed by Chief Johnson of the 
State Bureau of Investigation, a 
distinguished Christian laymen, 
with two leading pastors, was left 
to do preliminary exploration. An 
advance man will be sent to help 
over the hard places in enlisting 
pastors, helping to find suitable 
auditorium facilities, acceptable 
time, etc. When details are worked 
out and the interested groups of 
pastors and laymen come together 
to organize for the campaign, they 
will go more fully into the matter 
of what evangelist, of the dis- 
tinguished and proven soul winners 
available, will be invited. 


Dr. Rolan R. Stoker, executive 
secretary of the National Lay- 
men’s Association, drove me to 
Raleigh and the next day to 
Reidsville. We had delightful 
fellowship.

Stoker and me. After a lovely 
dinner I spoke to those present 
about our two-state plans for 
union revival campaigns and re- 
ceived the heartiest hearing. A 
committee of pastors, with one 
layman, representing different de- 
nominations, was formed to make 
further plans of enlistment and 
promotion of such a union cam- 
paign. The details of renting the 
Armory, helping get the mind of 
the Lord on the evangelist they 
should obtain, etc., will be worked 
out soon. That night over 400 were 
gathered in the City Auditorium, 
including preachers from Mount 
Airy, Longhurst, and a number of 
nearby places. 


Sunday morning I preached in 
the Baptist Church of Longhurst 
and that afternoon to a good 
crowd gathered in the same build- 
ing for a weekly half-hour broad- 
cast. At noon eighteen of wus

The laymen and _ the 
evangelists working with THE 
SWORD OF THE LORD are 
definitely committed to back up 
Bible-believing churches and to 
strengthen such pastors and 
churches. Definite plans are made

On Easter Sunday, April 6th, 
the concluding services of a 
month long Union Evangelistic 
Campaign led by Dr. John R.

Necessity of Repentance

fis also said by Christ to be one 
ef the most beautiful things in 
the thought of those in Heaven. So 
beautiful and wonderful is the act 
of repentence that there Is more 
joy in Heaven on one sinner tnat 
repenteth than over ninety and 
ning, just persons which need no 
repentence. So says the Son of 
God in Luke 15:7. 

Perhaps you are more interested 
fm what repentance will do for you 
personally. For your answer I 
turn your attention to Acts 3:19, 
“Repent ye therefore, and be con- 


verted, that your sins may be 
blotted out, when the times of 
refreshing shall come from the 
presence of the Lord.”’ This re- 
freshment will be the forgiveness 
of all your sins as Isaiah 55:7 
assures us, “Our God... will 
abundantly pardon.” 

What Repentance Is Not 

Now there are many mistaken 
ideas about repentence. It is not} 
regret. This is merely to be sorry 


for the consequences and penalty 
we had hoped to escape by our 
own alertness. Which, incidently 
we can never do. Nor is it repent- 
ance just to be brought under con- 
viction. Conviction is good but 
it may not be followed by 
actively turning from unright- 
eousness and sin, which God 
very definitely requires. A _ sin- 
mer under conviction may  be- 
come rebellious and stubborn. Nor 
is modification to be mistaken tor 
repentance. You cannot modify 
gin. Everything, whether great or 
small, contrary to God's law, is 
sin and will not be excusable. We 
have heard that remorse is re- 
pentance but this is not necessar- 


i 
ily true. The greatest example of 


this fact is Judas, who, in remorse 
for selling the Saviour for thirty 
pieces of hot, dirty silver, went 
out and hanged himself. Had he 
repented of his sin, not simply re- 
pented of a bad bargain, he would 
come crawling to the cross, plead- 
ing forgiveness and there, from 
the dying Saviour, found his sin 
washed away. 

What Repentance Really Is 

Repentance is, as we read in 
Isaiah 55:7, “Let the wicked for- 
gake his ways, and the unrightecus 
man his thoughts: and let him re- 
turn unto the Lord.” And Ezekiel 
18:21, “But if the wicked will 
turn from all his sins that he hath 
committed,” and keep all my 
atatutes, and do that which is 
lawful and right, he shall surely 
live, he shall not die.”’ Repentance 
is turning back to God. Repent- 


ance is being sorry enough for 
gin to quit it and start doing 
right. Repentance is_ leaving 


Satan’s side and saying, “As for 
me, I am on the Lord's side.” Re- 
pentance is opening your eyes to 
the fact of sin before it is too 
late. This means that you are not 
to endeavor to run away from 
your sin but that you are co turn 
to Gog for forgiveness and then, 
before men, live a new life of 
testimony. You can not escape sin 
ether than to repent before God 
and henceforth serve the living 
God. 

There is an old story toid of two 
brothers who were found guilty 
ef sheep stealing and who had 
branded upon their foreheads the 
letters ST, representing “stealing”. 
In remorse and regret one left the 
community for new lands. But 
everywhere he went he carried his 
brand and men asked its meaning. 
He was never able to escape the 
consciousness of his sin and it 
haunted him until it ruined his 
life.
